It seems to me the people in the 
North Ontario district proposed 
to be annexed to the city of Up- 
Jand are both competent and en- 
titled to determine their own af- 
fairs without undue pressure from 
Yet it is only proper 
that certain misleading propa- 
ganda should be stopped. I am 
writing this at the suggestion of 
several persons interested in the 
matter. 

It seems that in particular one 
or two residents of the district are 
constantly asserting that if the 
territory is annexed to Upland, 
forthwith the boundaries of the 
present school district there will 
be changed accordingly. Similar 
statements have been published. 
These statements are not true. 
The very law under which the 
electors within that territory who 
seek for annexation are acting, 
provides as follows: 

“The annexed territory, after 
remain 
and be part and parcel, for all 
purposes, of the county and of 
every political subdivision, dis- 
trict or corporation whatsoever 
of which it was part prior to the 
annexation, except that it shall 
cease, forthwith upon annexa- 
tion, to be part of any incor- 
porated or chartered city or 
town of which it was part prior 
te said annexation.” 

In plain terms this enactment 
provides that other than the pos- 
sible change in municipal bound- 
aries brought about by annexation, 
there shall be no change in the 
boundary of any school district. AS 
far as I am aware, this law does 
not permit of any other interpreta- 
tion. 

Turning now to the school code, 
it is there provided that every 
city shall constitute a separate 
schoo! district, except cities of the | 
sixth class. Ontario and Upland} 
are both cities of the sixth class. 
As I interpret the provisions of 
the school code, a school district | 
in a city of the sixth class may in-| 
clude territory outside of that city, 
or an outlying school district may 
even contain within its borders a) 
part of the city itself. Nowhere | 
does it appear that the proposed 
annexation would in itself change 
the present school districts in the 
leasi. The school code provides 
that the boundaries of school dis- ; 
tricts may be changed only when 
at least ten heads of families shall 
petition the superintendent of 
schools for a modification of the 
boundaries, and thereupon the 
board of supervisors may in their 
judgment make _ appropriate 
changes. 

There should be no misunder- 
standing about this among the 
residents of the area in question. 

As long as this area is requir- 
ed to help pay for any bonds for 
amy school building erected in or) 
near the district, it would appear, 
quite unreasonable to even con- 
sider any change in the bound- 
aries of the school district. It 
certainly would be unfair to re- 
quire property holders in this 
area to help pay for a school build- 
ing which they no longer would be 
allowed to use. If the electors 
within this territory consider these 
matters for a few moments, this 
constant propaganda about chang- 
ing the school district will prob- 
ably cease to be of any interest.
